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CLASS  HISTORY 


To  the  members  of  the  class  of  '40,  graduation  always 
seemed  like  a  remote  occurrence.  When  we  were  in  the 
lower  grades,  the  usual  remark  was,  "Oh,  there's  plenty 
of  time."  Now  it's  upon  us  and  we  must  prepare  our- 
selves for  what  it  will  bring. 

However,  before  we  encounter  the  unknown  future, 
we  look  backward  with  pleasure  and  pride  at  what  the 
past  years  have  to  show  for  our  activities  and  accomplish- 
ments. 

The  class  of  '40  ushered  in  its  sophomore  year  by  re- 
electing John  McDonald  as  Class  President.  Under  his 
supervision  and  with  the  assistance  of  the  other  officers 
and  the  social  committee,  a  very  successful  Sophomore 
Social  was  held. 

The  class  was  lucky  enough  to  ha\e  Miss  Blackburn  as 
Class  Treasurer,  for  she  gave  us  \aluable  aid  in  conduct- 
ing the  \arious  activities. 

Although  it  was  the  first  year  in  Winthrop  High  ath- 
letics, the  class  of  '40  contributed  many  players  to  the  va- 
rious tejms.  Three  outstanding  boys.  Bob  Bowman,  Dick 
.McGinn,  and  Jim  Reid,  played  regularly  on  both  the  foot- 
ball and  basketball  teams.  Jim  Reid  did  much  to  give 
us  a  victory  over  Revere  in  the  annual  Thanksgiving  Day 
football  game.  The  girls  did  not  lag  in  athletic  activity 
either,  for  they  took  part  in  tennis,  field  hockey,  and 
other  sports. 

Our  interests  were  not  athletic  alone,  as  participation  in 
club  activities  showed.  Every  club  which  was  open  to 
undergraduates  had  its  full  quota  of  sophomores. 

In  its  junior  year,  1940  really  "got  rolling"  with  the 
election  of  the  class  officers.  Jim  Schmidt,  Jimmy  Reid, 
Eleanor  Keefe,  and  Bob  Bowman  were  choices,  with  the 
popular  Mr.  Duplin  being  elected  treasurer. 

On  January  30,  the  social  committee,  aided  by  the  class 
officers,  came  through  with  an  original  costume  ball 
which  proved  to  be  the  classiest  function  of  the  year. 


On  March  30  and  31  the  class  of  '40  showed  the  acting 
ability  of  its  members  when  the  psychological  one-act 
play  "And  There  Was  Light"  was  presented,  with  Rob- 
ert Stewart,  Jeanette  True,  Shirley  Zeidel,  and  Mary  Lou 
Phinney  in  the  starring  roles. 

Winthrop  High  had  a  successful  year  on  the  athletic 
field,  a  fact  which  was  in  no  small  part  due  to  the  aid 
given  by  members  of  the  class  of  '40. 

The  senior  year  was  by  far  the  most  successful  for  the 
class  of  '40.  The  members  of  the  class  displayed  talent 
in  many  fields  and  supplied  the  pupils  with  an  eventful 
year. 

The  annual  election  of  class  officers  had  been  held  the 
previous  spring.  Along  with  the  well-liked  John  Mc- 
Donald as  President,  we  elected  Will  Kirby,  Vice-Presi- 
dent: Russell  West,  Marshal;  Robert  Stewart,  Treasurer; 
and  "Ellie"  Keefe,  Secretary.  This  group  of  students 
led  the  way  through  the  trials  and  tribulations  of  our 
senior  year. 

In  October  our  star  athlete,  Dick  McGinn,  was  elected 
President  of  the  A.  A.  by  popular  vote. 

The  Senior  Class  play,  Noel  Coward's  comedy  "I'll 
Leave  It  to  You,"  was  presented  with  tremendous  success 
in  December.  The  talented  cast  gave  a  performance 
worthy  of  Broadway  or  Hollywood.  Harold  Bargar, 
Walter  Moylette,  Shirley  Zeidel,  Ann  McGuigan,  Marion 
Duggan,  Gene  Belli,  Mary  Lou  Phinney,  Hazel  Frumson, 
Mary  Devereux,  and  Walter  Lamplough  —  all  deserve 
much  praise  for  their  fine  performances. 

The  first  Senior  Social,  held  in  January,  proved  a  great 
success  and  should  be  noted  for  its  abundance  of  novel- 
ties and  entertainment.  The  Senior  social  committee — 
Jim  Schmidt,  Bob  Collins,  Charlie  Gunderson,  Pat  Dimes, 
Mary  Harrington  and  Ruth  Saunders — came  through 
once  again  on  May  10,  with  a  delightful  Senior  Fare- 
well Social  which  will  not  soon  be  forgotten  by  those  who 
attended. 


The  biweekly  school  paper,  The  Echo,  Iiad  a  very  fine 
year,  thanks  to  the  efforts  of  the  staff  and  expert  guid- 
ance ot"  its  hard-working  editors,  Robert  Goldberg  and 
Doris  Cox,  and  tiie  faculty  adviser,  Miss  Wilder. 

Our  energetic  principal,  Mr.  Thayer,  gave  the  class 
of  '40  the  opportunity  to  lake  part  in  some  new  activities. 
The  senior  class  was  the  testing  ground  to  learn  if  these 
undertakings  would  be  successful.  Two  of  these  were 
the  Driving  Course  and  the  Honor  Society.  The  former 
is  a  course  to  teach  the  student  skills  in  automobile  driv- 
ing, and  was  held  once  a  week  under  the  guidance  of 
Mr.  Thayer;  the  latter  group,  with  Thomas  Donovan  as 
President,  sponsored  several  entertainments  enjoyed  by 
all  classes. 

The  football  season  provided  many  thrilling  games. 
Our  "big  three,"  McGinn,  Bowman,  and  Reid,  paced  the 


other  players  during  the  season  and  sparked  the  team  as 
a  whole.  Jim  Schmidt,  in  spite  of  his  injury  received  in 
football  practice,  typified  the  fighting  spirit  of  Winthrop 
High  players  by  coming  back  to  play  in  the  last  games 
of  the  season. 

The  boys'  basketball  and  track  teams  had  successful 
seasons  under  their  respective  coaches.  Girls'  hockey 
emerged  at  the  end  of  the  season  with  a  very  good  show- 
ing. As  we  conclude  our  account  of  senior  year  activi- 
ties, the  baseball,  golf,  and  tennis  teams  are  busy  uphold- 
ing the  good  reputation  of  W.  H.  S.  for  fine  sportsman- 
ship. 

During  these  three  years  the  class  of  '40  had  made  a 
reputation  which  it  must  uphold.  As  we  leave  W.  H.  S., 
we  should  reflect  on  our  past  achievements  and  go  ahead 
with  the  aim  of  continuing  the  good  work.

You  remind  me  of  those  yokels  from  Goose  Creek, 
Florida,  that  kept  pestering  me  yesterday  to  let  them  talk 
on  the  microphone.  Anyway,  Lieutenant  Governor  Ravin 
is  holding  open-house  today  especially  for  everybody  from 
Winthrop,  Mass.  Let's  go  over." 

Dick— "Suits  me.  Let's  walk,  I  like  to  see  the_different 
specimens  of  humanity  that  have  come  to  New  York,  for 
tomorrow's  event.  This  gives  a  lot  of  those  country  people 
a  chance  to  see  the  city's  attractions  as  well  as  the  tunnel. 
Boy,  what  brainwork  that  must  have  taken!" 

Tom — "Hey — psst — is  that  Pat  Dimes  on  the  other 
side  of  the  street?"  _ 

Tom — "Sure,  didn't  you  know  she  runs  a  'We'll  Do  It 
For  You'  Service?  They  do  all  sorts  of  errands  for  people. 
Whv,  she  always  sends  Doris  Dnly  to  pick  out  flowers  for 
the  tired  businessmen's  wives  and  she  lets  Catherine  Doher- 
ty  type  all  the  manuscripts  that  different  authors  want 
typed.  Pat  says  Connie  Murray  is  the  best  college-thesis 
writer  in  the  service." 

Dick — "Well,  that's  some  business.  Did  you  notice  that 
nearly  everyone's  wearing  a  carnation?  Let's  get  some." 

Tom — "Here's  a  florist's." 

They  enter  the  shop  and  wait  until  an  elderly  woman 
has  been  waited  on. 

Florist — "Yes,  what  can  I  do  for  you  gentlemen?  Car- 
nations? All  right."  (Scrutinizes  Tom,  then  says)  "Are 
you  a  street  car  conductor?" 


Tom — (amazed)  "A  what?  Not  that  I  know  of.  I've 
been  a  reporter  for  the  past  three  years.  Why?" 

Florist — "You  look  familiar — like  someone  I've  seen  a 
lot.  Say,  by  any  chance,  did  you  ever  hear  of  Winthrop, 
Mass?" 

Tom  (attempts  a  feeble  joke) — "Winthrop-By-The-Sea? 
Sure,  Class  of  '40 — wait  a  minute,  now  I  know,  Lombardi! 
Remember  us?" 

Lombardi — "I  should  say  so.  Sorry  about  that  street-car 
crack,  but  your  face  was  so  familiar." 

Dick — "What  do  you  think  about  the  tunnel?" 

Lombardi — "Well,  it's  wonderful  for  trade.  Why,  just 
this  morning  a  fellow  came  in  to  order  60  corsages  and 
guess  who  it  was — Frank  Elkin — he's  press  agent  for 
Herb  Schneiderman,  who  runs  that  big  recreation  club 
with  Bob  Finneran.  They  must  have  a  big  staff  to  want 
60  corsages.  Oh,  yes,  Frank  said  Barbara  Preble,  Eunice 
Freedman,  and  Lucy  Maiolino  are  three  of  their  official 
greeters,  and  Arline  Marsh  is  director  of  athletics  for 
women  and  Dave  Aronson  directs  those  for  men.  Must  be 
a  pretty  lively  club." 

Tom — "You  said  it.  Well,  I  guess  we're  set.  Let's  go." 

Dick— "So  long,  Al." 

Al — "Drop  in  again." 

Tom — "Well,  where  do  we  go  from  here?  Let's  skip 
the  Lieutenant  Governor's  place.  I'm  too  tired." 

Dick — "How  about  Lafayette's  Ice  Cream  Bar  for  a  soda? 
They  say  Alice  is  introducing  a  new  type  of  sundae  with 
the  new  special  syrup  made  by  the  Dempster  Bros.  Sweets 
and  Stuff  Company.  How  about  getting  one?" 

Tom — "O.  K.  by  me.  Say,  wait  a  second.  Isn't  that  Stan- 
ley De  Leskey  and  Bob  Sloane  on  the  other  side  of  the 
street?  Hey,  Stan,  hold  on!  Come  on,  Dick,  I  want  to  find 
out  what  those  fellows  are  doing  now."  (They  cross  the 
street.)   "Hi,  boys." 

Sloane  and  De  Leskey— "Hello,  Dick,  how  do,  Tom,  it's 
good  to  see  somebody  from  home." 

Dick — "What  are  you  fellows  doing  in  New  York?" 

Sloane — "We're  just  visidng  from  our  rubber  planta- 
don  in  South  America.  Wq  left  our  foreman  Dick  Rear- 
don  in  charge.  Right  now,  we're  on  our  way  over  to 
Carnegie  Hall  to  get  some  tickets  for  the  Toby-True  con- 
cert tomorrow  night." 

De  Lesky— "That's  right.  Bob  and  I  decided  to  do 
something  every  night.  Last  night  we  went  out  to  Madison 
Square  Garden  to  see  the  Americans  and  Bruins  play  and 
who  was  star  defenseman  for  the  Boston  team  but  Frankie 
Pittelli — you  remember  him,  don't  you?  Lloyd  Rubin 
didn't  do  bad  at  all  for  the  Americans.  He  scored  twice 
in  the  last  period.  Two  boxes  away  from  us  were  Lor- 
raine Bliss  and  Janice  Smith.  We  saw  them  after  the 
game.  They  told  us  they  were  taking  a  night  off  from 
their  cold-cream  factory  in  Buffalo  to  have  some  fun. 
What  a  small  world!" 

Tom — "You  said  it,  why  we've  heard  so  mucfi  about 
Winthropites.  Only  last  Wednesday  I  went  back  stage  at 
the  David  Belasco  Theater  with  the  paper's  staff  photog- 
rapher, Web  Hall,  to  get  some  shots  and  an  interview 
with  stage  star  Ann  McGuigan,  and  who  did  I  bump  into 
but  Louise  Coughlin  moving  furniture  around  backstage. 
She's  assisting  Ruth  Wickson  with  the  producUon.  And 
do  you  know  who  wrote  the  play?" 

Sloane — "No,  I  hadn't  heard." 

Tom — "Remember  Kay  Cronin  who  wrote,  'To  Balzac 
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and  Back  in  Two  Days?'  Well,  slie  did  this  play,  too." 

Sloane — "Oh,  I  remember  her  now.  Gee  whiz,  what  a 
small  place  we  live  in!" 

Tom — "That's  true,  all  right.  We'd  better  get  going, 
Dick." 

Dick — "See  you  fellows  later." 

Sloane  and  Leskey — "So  long,  boys." 

Tom  to  Dick — "I'm  afraid  Lafayette's  will  be  closed  by 
now.  How  about  going  out  to  Long  Island  and  finding 
a  good  place  to  eat  tonight?" 

Dick— "O.  K.,  I'll  meet  you  in  front  of  Gunderson's 
Music  Shop  in  about  an  hour." 

Tom. — "Right." 

Whistling,  Tom  strolls  away  up  42nd.  Street  when 
he  hears  a  voice  saying:  "Well,  if  it  isn't  my  old  pal." 

Tom — "Arthur  Didham,  of  all  people!  Are  you  here 
for  the  tunnel-opening  tomorrow?" 

Art — "That's  right.  My  managing  editor,  Lamplough  of 
the  St.  Louis  Sentinel,  you  know,  asked  me  to  do  a 
series  of  editorials  on  world  peace  in  connection  with 
the  transatlantic  tunnel.  So  here  I  am.  Also  I  wanted  to 
leave  my  new  book  at  Margaret  Johnston's  publishing 
company." 

Tom — "Don't  tell  me  you've  written  another  book, 
Arthur?  How  many  is  that  now?" 

Art — "Oh,  about  nine,  I  guess.  I  haven't  bothered  to 
keep  track." 

Tom — "Still  the  same  I  see,  modest  as  ever." 

Art — "When  I  was  out  in  the  California  orange-groves, 
I  ran  across  David  Vigoda.  He's  experimenting  with  citrus 
fruits  for  the  Herbert  Stone — Harvell  Prescott  Biological 
Laboratories." 

Tom — "I'm  certainly  glad  to  hear  that.  Say,  Arthur, 
how  about  driving  out  to  Long  Island  with  Biggs  and  me 
tonight  for  dinner?  We'll  be  back  in  time  for  all  the  ex- 
citement and  we'll  have  time  to  tell  you  all  about  our 
school  friends  we've  met  during  the  past  few  weeks  in 
New  York." 

Art — "I'd  be  glad  to." 

Tom — "Well,  first  of  all,  remember  Fred  Soper?" 
Art — "Certainly."

Arthur  hails  a  taxi.  The  driver  is  in  a  talkative  mood 
and  rattles  on  and  on. 

Driver — "Big  time  tomorrow.  What  a  crowd!  Why, 
just  today  five  celebrities  rode  in  my  cab.  Now,  there  was 


Art — "Yes,  yes — but  hurry,  will  you?  I  have  to  dress 
and  shave  in  a  half  an  hour." 

Driver — "Sure,  sure.  Now,  first  I  took  a  Miss  Margaret 
Williams  to  the  Royal  Plaza.  Real  dignified  looking  too. 
Finally  told  me  she  was  a  bacteriologist  and  had  just 
isolated  a  germ  she  called  a — a — well,  it's  too  tough  to  say. 
Boy,  she  was  class!" 

Art— "Will  iams?  Bacteria?  Oh!  certainly.  But  hurry — oh, 
for  heaven's  sake!  Look  out,  man!  you  nearly  killed  that 
cop." 

Driver  (nonchalantly) — Oh,  him — that's  Bruiser  Bronzo. 
Swell  disposition." 

Art— "Indeed."  (Aside)  "What  a  versatile  class  we  had! 
There's  the  hotel.  Say,  does  that  sign  on  the  corner  build- 
ing read,  'The  Ryan  Employment  Agency — if  you  can't 
get  a  job,  we  will'?" 

Driver — "That's  right,  bud.  Best  place  in  town  for  re- 
sults, and  they  have  the  cutest  steno  in  the  office.  Now, 
what  is  her  name?  Oh.  yes,  Ellie — EUie  Keefe." 

Art— "Well!  Maybe  I'll  look  for  a  job."  (To  driver)  — 
"How  much?" 

Driver— "$1.25.  Thanks." 

Taxi  drives  off  and  Art  goes  in  the  lobby  of  the 
Biltmore.  The  clerk  greets  him:

Art — "Well,  no,  I  just  got  here,  but  that's  O.  K.  I  guess 
that  shave  can  wait.    I'm  starved.    Let's  go." 

Tom — "Look  at  that  sheen  on  Dick's  car.  Hey,  Dick, 
who  cleaned  it?" 

Dick — "Got  it  done  at  the  Pollard-Pierce  Garage  on 
the  corner  of  33rd  and  East.  Guess  who  their  bookkeeper 
is  Gracie  Holland." 

Tom — "Hey,  look  over  there  in  the  park.  That  crowd 
is  carrying  someone  on  their  shoulders.  Why,  it's  Sid 
Kanegis,  President  of  the  Fun  and  Frolic  OrganizaUon. 
Guess  he's  going  to  make  a  speech." 

Art — -"We'd  better  hurry  to  get  out  to  Schmidt's  Riviera 
on  Long  Island  in  time  for  that  special  supper  and  en- 
tertainment. That's  where  you  want  to  go,  isn't  it?" 

Boys — "Sure,  that's  swell." 

Art — "He  want  to  get  back  in  town  for  all  the  excite- 
ment, though.  How  does  the  Pelican  Club  for  tonight 
strike  you?" 

Dick — "Sounds  good." 

Presently  they  park  the  car  and  enter  Schmidt's 
"Riviera"  an  ultra-swank  dine  and  dance  place.  As  Dick 
glances  around,  he  exclaims,  "Look  at  that  hat  check  girl. 
Isn't  that  Ethel  Block?" 

Art — "Why  yes,  let's  go  speak  to  her." 

"Hello,  Ethel,  remember  us?" 

Ethel — "Well,  hello  there!  Dick,  didn't  you  see  me  in 
the  city  last  week?  I  yelled  at  you." 

Dick — "No,  I  didn't  even  know  you  worked  around

Ethel — "Guess  who  was  here  on  opening  night?  Rita 
O'Shea,  Virginia   Salerno,   Nan  O'Keefe,  Jeanne  Ellis,

Caroline  Stanley,  and  Kay  McCarthy — All  post-debs,  you 
know.  They  gave  a  dinner  party  for  Mary  McGrath  who 
was  going  abroad.  They  said  Edith  Antunes  was  sailing 
on  the  same  boat.  You  know  she's  professor  of  English  at 
Columbia  and  she  was  taking  her  sabbatical  leave  in 
'England.'  Good.'" 

Art — "That's  quite  a  resume.  But,  fellows,  we'd  better 
order.

Dick  and  Tom  order.  Tom  spies  Jim  Schmidt,  owner 
and  operator  of  the  "Riviera".  He  calls  to  him. 

Jim — "Hello,  boys.  How  goes  it?"

Art — "We'd  better  be  going.  Hey,  who's  that  on  the 
dance  floor?  Isn't  that  Dot  McNamara?" 

Jim — "Sure,  she's  a  nurse  now  in  the  same  hospital 
with  Marcia  Taintor  and  Selma  Friedman  in  upper  New 
York  state."

Tom — "Sure,  I  go  by  there  every  day,  though  not  to  get 
a  facial  or  buy  a  turban.    C'mon,  let's  go  in." 

The  hostess,  Alice  Barry,  escorts  them  to  their  table. 

Dick — "It's  nice  in  here,  isn't  it'  Hey,  wait  a  minute, 
look  at  those  girls  in  uniform — Say,  waiter,  who  are 
they?" 

The  waiter,  Bob  Clark,  explains  at  length: — "They're  the 
American-English  Air  Hostesses.  They're  celebrating  the 
trip  they'll  take  to  England  when  the  tunnel  is  completed.

Tom — "Greetings  and  more  greetings  to  delegates,  visit- 
ors, native  New  Yorkers,  notables  and  everybody  else 
within  reach  of  my  voice.  In  a  few  minutes  now  the  first 
automobile  will  be  driven  through  from  America  to  meet 
England's  speed  car  in  the  center  of  the  tunnel.  From  there 
our  car  will  go  on  to  England  and  at  the  same  time, 
England's  car  will  reach  us  here  in  New  York!  But  in  the 
intervening  time  we  will  have  a  selection  from  the  Maxime 
Band  under  the  direction  of  William  King,  with  a  trum- 
pet solo  by  Henry  Gilbert,  the  renowned  trumpeter." 

Band  plays.  At  the  close  of  the  piece: 

Tom — "Thanks  to  the  Maxime  Band  for  that  number. 
It  is  now  my  pleasure  to  present  to  you  the  Mayor  of 
our  fair  city- — Mayor  William  Griffin!" 

[Applause.] 

Griffin— "Thank  you  —  but  that  applause  which  you 
have  just  given  me,  I  do  not  deserve.  This  man,  here  beside 
me,  the  architect  who  planned  this  stupendous  project, 
deserves  you  applause — Walter  Moylette!" 

[More  applause.]

When  candidates  for  football  reported  in  early 
September,  Coach  Perry  found  he  had  only  three 
veterans  around  whom  to  build  his  team.

A  powerful 
Swampscott  team  was  held  to  a  scoreless  tie  by  the 
sterling  goA  line  stands  of  Winthrop,  but  the  next 


week  Melrose  won  19-0.  Winthrop  was  swamped 
by  gigantic  Chelsea  21-0,  and  by  the  champions  of 
class  C,  New  Bedford  Vocational,  18-0.  The  fisher- 
men from  Gloucester  took  a  close  decision  by  virtue 
of  two  converted  points  after  touchdowns,  14-12. 
On  Thanksgiving  morn  our  ancient  rivals  from 
the  neighboring  beach  city  of  Revere  held  Win- 
throp to  a  scoreless  tie  in  a  bitterly  contested  battle.
